Dear Devin: 

Thank you so much for your email. As discussed yesterday over the phone, Councilmenber 
O'Farrell (Council District #13) is in the process of creating an oversized parking district for Citrus 
Avenue as well as other nearby street segments. Here is a link from the council file that proposes 
the legislation: 

CF#16-0967 Lillian Wav / Cole Avenue / Cahuenqa Boulevard, et al / Oversize Vehicle Restrictions 

This was adopted by City Council in late September and instructions were transmitted to the 
Department of Transportation to create the oversized parking district on several street segments 
from 2am to 6am, 7 days a week for vehicles that are 22ft long or 7ft in height. I will make an 
inquiry with LADOT to see where they are in the process of creating the signage and the schedule 
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for posting. I am thinking that it will be in effect by the end of this year. 

I will also send an email to the Senior Lead Officer, Edwin Guerra regarding the vehicles, initiate an 
investigation with Street Services for the use of the public right of way, and contact Parking 
Enforcement.

This RV is right outside our entrance gate and the occupants often pile 
things along the sidewalk at all times of the day, cook on the street, have their dog loose, etc. The 
owner is very concerned about the continued appearance of these items, as well as the arguments 
the occupants have had several times out on the sidewalk, throwing things and yelling. They also 
have two young boys, who have been present when some of these altercations have happened. I 
believe they were somehow connected with the group that recently left after we had to call the 
police on them and one was arrested. It's a troubling situation. We are working with HBT to get a 
sidewalk cleaning done, but I'm not sure if there are other things to be done right now aside from 
wait for the street parking changes that are coming. Anyway, just wanted to pass all this along for 
our owner, Brian.
